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Gravel permit remains tabled 


Gravel was a hot potato on Monday 
night when the Wilmington Board of 
“electmen debated a proposal for a 
‘Travel pit. 

Debate was quite lively, and the 
parliamentary motions left some peo- 
ple scratching their heads. But when 
the stones and dirt stopped flying, the 
permit remained as it had been when 
the discussion started, tabled. 

‘The proposed gravel pit would be on 
the Sciarappa farm. The parcel of 
land involved is on the Andover - 
North Reading - Wilmington line, not 
far from Route 125. 

The town of North Reading has a 
well-field in the area, and must take 
the land surrounding the wells, to 
protect them. Part of the land to be 
taken is a piece of the Sciarappa 
farm. Another parcel of land being 
taken is owned by the Wilmington 
Water Department. 

The town of North Reading has 
offered Sciarappa $600 for the land, 
which is nearly two acres in area. 
Sciarappa has proposed the gravel pit 
as a means of recovering some of the 


money paid in taxes for the land in the 
55 years it has been owned by his 
family. 

In addition to the gravel permit 
needed in Wilmington, the Sciarappas 
need a gravel permit in Andover 

The Town of North Reading, which 
will own the land after it is taken by 
eminent domain, does not care 
whether the gravel is removed prior 
to the taking. In fact, if Sciarappa can 
raise money by selling gravel instead 
of by taking the Town of North 
Reading to court, then North Reading 
would be happy. 

‘The application has had a spinoff 
effect, as well. The Wilmington 
Water Department has now expressed 
an interest in selling the gravel off 
their piece of land which North 
Reading will take by eminent domain 

Selectman Dan Gillis was not happy 
with the water department. Gillis is a 
man who has long fought gravel 
operations in Wilmington. He has 
seen several large areas of town turn- 
ed into vast moonscapes, left with 
bare boulders and vast pits.

On the other hand, the selectmen 
have a good deal of respect for the 
Sciarappa family. If the town asks for 
help, the Sciarappas give it, willingly. 
When the town widened a portion of 
Andover Street, the family donated 
land for the job. 

Sciarappa has consulted with John 
E. (Eddie) Deloury for the proposed 
gravel pit. Deloury has a good reputa- 
tion as a contractor. He leaves his 
sites in good condition, with 
stipulations met. 

Deloury made the presentation for 
Sciarappa at the hearing, held last 
month. On Monday night, he spoke 
again for Sciarappa. He has had the 
job of making the presentations to all 
three boards of selectmen, 
Wilmington, North Reading, and An- 
dover. 

Monday night's meeting was attend- 
ed by Sciarappa, Deloury, Sciarappa's 
son and nephew, and one neighbor, At- 
torney Joseph Courtney, a resident of 
Andover Street. 

Courtney voiced no. objection, but 
expressed disappointment on there 
having been no effort made to obtain 
access to Route 125. 

That access to Route 125 proved to 
be a stumbling block. Selectman Jim 
Banda said that was one of the 
questions he had about the proposal 

The debate seemed to indicate that 
Caira and Imbimbo would vote in 
favor of the permit. Imbimbo moved 
the question, seconded by Caira. 

When the vote was taken, it was two 
to one, Caira and Imbimbo for and 
Banda against. 

Some discussion ensued, Caira men- 
tioning some restrictions. Mrs. 
McKie then said she had not voted 
because she had not been at the hear- 
ing a month earlier 

Then, some minutes after the vote 
had been taken and announced, Gillis 
said that he was voting ‘‘no,”” making 
the vote a two-to-two tie. 

Caira asked the board what he 
should do. Was it a tie, did the two-to- 
one vote carry, or had the question 
ever been taken off the table 

Banda said that he was challenging 
the vote. 

Caira ruled that the question was 
still tabled. He then said that it was 
probably too late for the Sciarappas, 
anyway, because the permit probably 
could not be secured without more 
time before the land taking. The issue 
would probably have to be settled in 
court, he said. 

Gillis, then expressing an interest to 
be fair to the Sciarappas, moved to br- 
ing the application off the table. But 
his motion failed to bring the applica- 
tion off the table.

Shut down 


Browns Crossing? 


The possibility “exists that En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) may shut down Wilmington's 
Browns Crossing well fields. 

The well field has been serving the 
town for 49 years. It is the same 
wellfield, but there are now wells 
which are four inches in diameter, in- 
stead of two and one-half. The wells 
go down 86 feet. 

The pumping station has been there 
since 1928. There is a single toilet, in 
that pumping station, for the con 
venience of the station engineer. It is 
that toilet to which the DEQE objects. 

It should not be, they say, within 400 
feet of any of the wells 

The State Department of Public 
Health approved of the set up, and has 
approved of it for years. Now it 
seems, it is no longer valid. 


Pumping station, 
contract signed 


‘The third of seven contracts for the 
construction of a sewer system to 
reach North Wilmington was signed 
recently by Town Manager Sterling 
Morris and Harold L. Lotto, president 
of the Cabot Construction Co. Inc. of 
Lexington. 

The contract calls for the construc- 
tion of a sewer pumping station near 
Gearty and Pilcher streets, in North 
Wilmington. The contract price is 
$220,050. The station will be a part of 
the sewer main from Silver Lake to 
Ballardvale Street, North 
Wilmington 

Electric motors will be used to 
provide power for pumping. There 
will be stand-by 60 hp diesel 
generators, to provide power in event 
of emergency,

DEQE also objects to the fact that 
there is a gas tank, in the well field 
area - one that has been there almost 
50 years. 

Nothing can be within 400 feet of the 
wells. That is the ruling. It is 
relatively new. 

Nothing has been said of the 1776 
House, nor of the two houses on each 
side, belinging to Ethel Williams and 
Ralph Knight 

All three of those homes are within 
the 400 foot distance of the Browns 
Crossing Wells, and have been for the 
past 50 years 

The Wilmington Water Department 
has several well ‘fields. The total 
water produced in a day amounts to 
about 3,000,000 gallons. Of those 1.5 
million gallons comes from the 
Browns Crossing well field 


It’s elementary 


The Swain School in Wilmington 
will remain as an elementery school. 

The decision was reached by the 
Wilmington School Committee on 
Monday evening. on a recommenda- 
tion by Superintendent of Schools 
Walter Pierce. 

There had been some discussion in 
recent weeks of a proposal to use the 
school for overflow from the high 
school. Parents from the Central 
District area organized andpresented 
a petition with 370 signatures, asking 
that the school be kept as an elemen- 
tary facility 

The Swain School, built in'1914 at a 
cost of $30,000,was used as the high 
school until the present building was 
built in 1950 


Wilmington Center 
Committee to be formed 


A committee to steer the future of 
Wilmington Center is being formed 

Selectman Madelyn McKie, Monday 
night persuaded the Board of 
Selectmen to approve the formation 
of such a committee. They put her in 
charge of the project, to act as the 
“129 By-pass Coordinator.”” 

Mrs. McKie said that the relocation 
of Route 129 should be done in such a 
way as to benefit the town. She 
wanted the committee formed so that 
the town could exercise some 
leadership in this area 

The only opposition came from 
Chairman Aldo Caira. 

“I don't know why we don't leave 
this to the Planning Board, in whose 
realm it is," he said. He objected to 
the formation of yet another com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. McKie said that the Planning 
Board had endorsed the idea. She 


pointed out that the members of the 
Planning Board were ‘all working 
days, but that she, as an unemployed 
housewife, could put time into the

Wilmington basketball 
strives to compete 


Last year Coach Bob Milley’s 
Wilmington High basketball team won 
two games and finished in a tie for 
last place in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference with the Methuen Rangers 
with a record of 2-16, 

The WHS coach realizes that it's 
“tough to compete’’ - especially when 
you don't have to cut people from the 
squad and the team down the road in 
Chelmsford has 70 kids going out for 
basketball 

Milley admits that it's tough to 
generate interest in a sport that has 
never been much of a success in the 
win department. ‘You make the 
state tournament a couple of years in 
a row and the people would get ex- 
cited,"’ says Milley. He hopes the 
fledgling junior high basketball 
program can help get the sport of 
basketball off the ground - and on its 
way to becoming a competitive force 
in the MVC.

Bob has six first year players on his 
10-man squad. They are forwards 
Mark Peabody, and Paul Burke, 
center Art Sugrue, and guards Sal 
Carbone, Neal Wetzler, and Dave 
Woods. Senior Randy Foster returns 
to his forward spot with Dick Dowd 
another returnee at center. 

Bob likes Chelmsford, Andover, and 
Lawrence this year, saying ‘we've 
improved, but so has the rest of the 
league."’ He is wary of the Billerica 
Indians basketball future. Billerica 
apparently has good size on the 
freshmen level and coach Ed James 
may have himself quite a ballclub

An athlete’s Bill of Rights 


describes the rights as something that 
should be ‘‘instinctive”’ and I couldn't 
agree with him more. Unfortunately 
much of that instinct vanished with 
the diminishing value placed on the 
“pick up”games. I believe that the 
nation’s young athletes started losing 
out when they stopped organizing 
their own games on some sandlot or 
frozen patch of water and began tak- 
ing on a more professional outlook 
with uniforms, schedules, and fans in 
the stands to root them on and 
scrutinize the many mistakes that all 
fledgling athletes make. 

Dr. Jerry Thomas of Louisiana 
State University, Dr. Walt Cooper, of 
the University of Southern Mississip- 
pi, Dr. Rainer Martens of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois-Urbana, Dr. Ross 
Merrick and NASPE leaders from 
around the country have come up with 
what I think is a valuable guideline for 
young athletes. The rights are; The 
Tight to an opportunity to participate, 
the right to participate at a level com- 
mensurate with each child's develop- 
ment, the right to have qualified adult 
leadership, the right to participate in 
safe and healthy environments, the 
right to proper preparation for par- 
ticipation in the sport, the right to an 
equal opportunity to strive for 
success, the right of each child to

share in the leadership and decision- 
making of his sport participation - and 
the two rights that are the essence of 
the Bill’s purpose - the right to have 
fun through sport and the right to play 
as a child and not as an adult. 

Dr. Thomas has written a thought- 
ful and important book called the 
“Youth Sports Guide for Coaches and 
Parents." It includes advice for 
young athletes and their parénts that 
will hopefully help in a smooth transi- 
tion as the young athlete becomes an 
adult and suddenly realizes that play- 
ing sports isn't a life or death situa- 
tion where winning is the only goal 

Thomas made a statement in 
Denlinger's article that is important 
if you are an adult deciding whether 
or not to enter the coaching ranks. “If 
you can’t stand to see errors,’ says 
Thomas, ‘‘stay away. And especially 
don’t coach. But so often there are no 
role models for the thousands of 
volunteer coaches, just Bear Bryant 
or Lombardi. Even the high school 
coach may not be a good model on 
how to deal with kids." 

The purpose of the Bill was not to 
take a shot at organized athletics, but 
to give groups some logical guidelines 
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Billerica started fast to down

Unfortunately many 
famous people - both in and out of 
athletics - fail to see the importance 
of their positions and deal the kids a 
raw deal when they shirk certain 
guidelines and act like children 
themselves - ala Woody Hayes, the 
Ohio State head coach who wins while 
punching out cameramen on the 
sidelines during the game and engag- 
ing in post game rudeness and 
profanities with writers. 

Having an athletic Bill of Rights 
probably won't solve that problem - 
but steering your kids (and potential 
coaches) clear of Hayes and the Sugar 
Bowl is a step in the right direction.

Daniel K. Ayer was a real estate 
promoter, who “‘laid out” what is now 
Railroad Avenue, in 1855, the first 
such “layout” to occur in Wilmington. 

Railroad Avenue is within the area 
shown as sold to him some months 
before, as is Washington Avenue and 
other streets laid out at a later date. 

The old Middlesex Canal shows 
clearly, as does the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad, and the Boston and Lowell 
County Road. The New Road is today 
called Church Street. What is now 
Clark Street does not exist, but a part 
of it is shown as Henry Jaques Road. 
“so called.”" 

The X near Church and Main Streets 
is the site of the first Jaques home, 
which was torn down to make room 
for the New England Telephone 
Building, a few years ago. That Ja- 
ques home was the site of 


Wilmington's first post office. A Jé 
ques was Wilmington's first post- 
master, and was also one of the 
proprietors of the Middlesex Canal. 

Lot L, property of Mrs. Sarah 
Ames, still has the same bounds to- 
day, at the corner of Clark Street and 
Middlesex Avenue. Her son Billy, 
after the Civil War, became 
Wilmington’s first bootlegger - i.e. il- 
legal liquor sales. 


The name Abiel Carter appears in 
the upper right corner of the plan. 
Abiel was the Constable of 
Wilmington at the time of the Pearson 
murders in 1849. The cellar home of 
the house in which he lived was filled 
in, just a couple of years ago, The 
house overlooked the Wildcat 
Railroad, at Glen Road. On this plan it 
is called Andover Branch Railroad.
